PREFACE. 


Tux multiplicity of laws now in exiſtence 
for raiſing the public revenue, renders it 
impoſſible, for any perſon to retain in his 
memory, the various taxes incident to al- 
moſt every ſituation of life. To obviate 
this difficulty, many uſeful abridgements 
have been ſucceſsfully publiſhed, under the 
name of Tax Tables ; and althongh much 
merit is due to the compilers for the gene- 
ral utility of their labours, there yet ſeems 
room for ſome improvement to be made, at 
leaſt as far as relates to this country. For 
this purpoſe, the following conciſe Tables 
are offered to the public. In theſe they 
will find all the material acts that apply to 
both countries, many uſeful tables added, 
which never has appeared in any book of 
the kind, and abſtrads of the particular 
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* 
Exciſe laws and regulations for the Scottiſu 
diſtilleries; to which are added, the tem- 
perary regulations for coaches, chairs, carts, 
porters, Vc. in the city of Edinburgh and 
Leith. 

As this is the firſt publieationof Tax Tables 
ever attempted in this kingdom, it has been 

the ſtudy of the publiſher to make them ge- 


nerally uſeful to every ſtation, and as much 


labour and expence has been beſtowed on 
the compilation, he hopes the encourage- 
ment of a generous public will enable him 
to fulfil his intentions of continuing them 
with ſuch alterations as may be made from 
time to time by the legiſlature.

Aſſeſſors to give notice in writing to perſons 

ing carriages or horſcs, or ſervants, to produce, in 


fourteen days after ſuch notice, liſts of the number 


kept by them; and in caſe ſuch liſts are nor deliver- 
ed, the aſſeſſor thall, from the beſt information he 
gan obtain, make an aſſeſſment on ſuch perſo1 ſo re- 
fuſing, which ſhall be final and concluſive, unleſs the 
perſon aſfeſſed ſhall make a fufficient excuſe before 
the Commuſſioners. Theſe lifts muſt cor:tain the great- 
er number kept between the 5th of July, 1784, and 
the 5th of April, 1755. 

Commiſſioners, on application, may grant relief to 

ons who have been aſſeſſed in diflerent places for 

2 ſame carriages or horſes. 

In caſe the liſts delivered to the aſſeſſors ſhall be 
deficient, they may ſurcharge the ſame, and they are 
to deliver their aſſeſlments to the commiſſioneis with- 
in three months aſter their appointment, aud the 
commiſſioners are to ſign the ſame, and appoiut cole 
lectors. 


Surveyors may inſpect the liſts before they are ſign. 


ed, and amend them; and if they diſcover any omiſ- 
fions after the liſts are ſigned, they are to certify the 
ſame to the commillioners, 

Perſons neglecting to deliver lifts to the aſſeſſor, 
ſhall forfeit 101, 

Perſons to be doubly rated for thoſ: carriages and 
Horſes omitted in their hits; one half of wich ſure 
charge ſhall be allowed the ailcffor or ſurveyor for 
making the ſame.

Commiſſioners ſhall not make any abatement in 
the charge or ſurcharge, unleſs it ſhall appear upon 
. oath that the appellant is over rated. Ten days no- 
tice to be given of appeal.

of any duty is payable, ſhall pay annually for every 
ſuch e 10s. And by 29 Geo. III. c. 49, 53. more 
for one of ſuch horſes; in the whols, 1 58. 

Where three, four, or five are kept, an additional 
78. 6d. for each above the firſt; 29 Geo. III. c. 49; in 
the whole, 175. 6d. for each above the firit. 

And where fix or more are kept, an additional 
10s. for each above the firſt; 29 Geo III. c. 49; in the 
whole 11. for each above the firit. 

By Re. III. c. 31. and 29 C III. c. 49, It is pro- 
vided that nothing therein fall caagre any horſe be- 
Jon ing to any no- commiſſioned officer, or private 
foldier, of any regiment of cavalry in the King's ſcr- 
vice; nor any horſe belongin;; to, and kept tor ſale 
and not for hire, in the ſtable of a licenſed dealer, not 
E. to hire for travelling poſt by the mile, or from 

ge to ſtage, or let to hire for a day or leſs period of 
time, by any poſtmaſter, innkeeper, or perſon licen- 
fed by the Commiſſioners of ſtamp duties. 

' The duties of the 24th and of the 29th, are to be 

id by all perſons uſing or hiring horſes or carriages 
© the year, mouth, or any other — net the per- 
ſon who lets them out. 29 Geo. III. c. 49. 

The additional duties are not to extend to carri- 
ages let out to travel poſt by any perſon licenſed te 
let poſt horſes. 29 Geo. III. c. 49. ſuch carvriaces, 
therefore, pay only 71.

Morſe dealers are to give in a liſt of ſuch as they 
keep for riding or drawing, and pay the duty. 29th 
Geo. III. c. 49. 

No perſon keeping a horſe, &c. uſed really for 
huſbandrv, or drawing any carriage, (except ſuch 2s 
was heretofore liable to an Exciſe duty) or carrying 
burdens in the courſe of the trade of the perſon to 
whom ſuch horſe, &c. ſhall belong, ſhall be charge- 
able with the duty, in caſe fuch horſe, Ec. ſhall rot 
be uſed for any other purpoſe of riding, except when 
returning from any place to which any load or brirden 
ſhall by fuch horſe, &c. have been carried, or goinę to 
any place from weve a burden is to be carried, or be- 
ing rid to procure medical aſſiſtance, or to or from mar- 
ket, or place of public worſhip, or election of members ts 
ſerve in parliament, or to or from ony court of juftice, or 
to or frum any meeting of commilſicners of taxes. 26th 
Geo, III. c. 70. 

A horſe, &c. where the owners are through po- 
verty excuſed the uſual taxes of church and poor, 
are alſo cxempted. 

No perſon occupying a farm leſs than vol. a year, 
and making a livelihood ſolely thereby, ſhall be 
chargeable with the duty for any horſe occaſionally 
ufed in riding, if ſuch horſe be bona fide kept for the 
purpoſe of huſbandry. 


III. Waggens, Wains, Carts, &c.

| BY the 23d Geo. III. c. 66, every perſon who ſhall 
| keep any waggon, wain, cart, or other ſuch car- 
riage, with three or four wheels (except ſuch as are 
already charged with a duty under the management 
of the Commiſſioners of Exciſe) ſhall pay annually 
48. for each; if with two wheels, 28. for each. 
Provided that ro per ſon ſhall be obliged to pay the 
ſaid yearly ſum of 4s. for more than one ſuch carri- 
age employed in agriculture only ; nor for more than 
three ſuch carriages employed for any other purpoſe,

if kept by him for his own uſe only, and not uſed for 
the carriage of goods tor hire, or to be let out for 
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Provided alſo, that no perſon ſhall be obliged to 
pay the ſaid yearly ſum of 2s. for any cart or other 
carriage with two wheels, employed in agriculture 
only, and not employed in parks or pleaſure grounds, 
or uſed for the carriage of goods for hire, or let out 
for hire; or if drawn by one horſe only, and emplov- 
ed only for the carriag: of peats or turf for fuel, and 
not let out for hire. 

And provided that if any waggon or other carriage 
Nall be preſſed for conveying any arms, ammunition, 
or other baggage, under the acts againſt mutiay and 
deſertion; or for the regulation of the King's marine 
forces whilſt ou ſhore, and the owners ſhall be paid 
tor the ſame, this {hall not be deemed a working for 

re. 

The management of theſe duties is, by 25 Geo. III. 
c. 47, placed under the Commiſſioners of Taxes. 


PERFUMERY. 
(26 Geo. III. c. 49.) 


FROM and after the ;th of July, 1786, the follow- 
ing new dutics are to be paid throughout Great 
Britain : - 
Upon every packet, box, bottle, phial, or other 
incloſure, containing any powders, paſtes, balls, wa- 
ters, waſhes, or other compoſition whatſoever, m- 
monly called ſweet ſcents, odours, periumes, coſme- 


ticks, &c. to be uſed as ſweet ſcents, o lours, per- 


fumes, or coſmeticks, which ſhall be vended in Great 
Britain, mixed or unmixed with other materials, 
there ſhall be charged a ſtamp duty as hereafter ex- 
preſſed ; and alſo upon every packet, &c. containing 
any dentrifice, or other preparation for the teeth or 

ms, which ſhall be vended in Great Eritain, there 

all be charged a ſtamp duty as hereafter expreſſed; 
and upon every roll, cake, or piece, packet, box, &c. 
containing any preparation for the Fair, which ſhall 
be vended in Great Britain, there ſhall be charged a 
ſtamp duty, as hereafter expreſſed; and alſo upon 
every packet containing any hair powder, which

ſhall be vended in Great Britain, the price whereof 
ſhall exceed two ſhillinys for the pound weight, there

This act is not to extend to drugs, pills, waters, 
eMences, &c. which are charged with rates or du- 
ties by an act of the 2;th of Geo. III. c. 79, nor to 
common ſoap anmixed with perfumes. 

Perſons venting all or any of the articles here}; 
taxed, are to take out an àuuiual licence for which 
they thall pay One Shilling. 

Theſe duties to be nnder the management of the 
Commiſſioners of the Stamp Othee, who ſhall grant 
licences to all that apply for them. 

Every perſon vending the above goods after the 5th 
of July, 1786; without a licence, forfeits 51. 

All venders of the above goods rot having, after 
the ſaid 5th of July, the words, © Licenced to Deal 
in Perfumery,” on the front of their honſes, or over 
their doors, written in large characters, within 20 
days after their licence has been granted, forfeits gl. 

Unlic-nced perſons fixing ſuch notice on their 
honſes, forfeit 20. 

Venders muſt fend for the wrappers, covers, or la- 
bels of their bottles and parcels to the commiſſioners 
as they ſhall direct, and pay for them on delivery. 

Every p-rſon ſelling a packet, &c. without the 
ſtamp, forfeirs 51. 

Hair powder, not exceeding two ſhillivgs per Ib. in 
value, may be fold wholeſale by the maker, not 
thai; 224 1b. to any perſon licenced 2 act, free of 
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duty, ſuch maker having made a true entry of it at 
any Exciſe Office, as is required by ſeveral ſtatutes. 
ach makers and wholefale venders muſt keep a 
book for the inſpection of the proper officer, contain» 
ing the quantities, dates, value, and names of the 
ſons to whom each parcel was ſold, or forfeit 201 

Any perſon uſing a ſtamp twice forfeits 10l. 

Perſons buving, ſelling, or bartering —_— or 
marks to be uſed a ſecond time, or buying or ſelling 
packets with ſuch labels, forfeit 101. 

Five per cent. diſcount is allowed on the ſtamps up- 
on preſent payment. f a 

B. The quantity upon which this diſcount is to be 
allowed is not mentioned. 

Before a licence is obtained, notice ſhall be ſent in 
writing to the Commiſſioners or the Stam p Office, of 
the place of vending wares or articles liable to theſe 
duties, and alſo when the place of vending is charged, 
er in default forfeit 51. 

And all ſach wares, and other articles, ſubjec t to 
the duties hereby impoſed, which ſhall be kept ready 
or offered for ſale, in any ſhop or other place, where- 
of notice ſhall have keen given as aforeſaid (exc 
Almond Paſte, Almond Powder, Bear's Greaſe, Cold 
Cream, Itatian ſquare hard Soap, Naples ſoft Soap, per- 
fumed and Coloured Hair Powder above 28. per th. Rouge 
in pots, and Waſhballs of all ſorts ; and which ſhall 
be allowed to be * * expoſed to ſale, in any ſhop 
or other place, in or otherwiſe, without any 
ſtamped cover, wrapper, or label affixed thereto, un- 
til the time of actual ſale thereof,) ſhall be deemed to 
require a cover, wrapper, or label, marked as by this 
act is required, to be previouſly affixed thereon, in 
manner to be directed by the ſaid Commiſſioaers as 
aforeſaid. 

Proper officers may ſearch ſhops, &c. and where 
ſtamped covers are wanting, afhx the ſame, which 
muſt be paid for on a penalty of a. 

Perſons obſtructing officers in the execution of their 
duty forfeit 201. 

Damaged ſtamps, labels, covers, &c. may be re- 
turned for others (upon oath that they have nat been 
uſed) without any expence. 
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Perfons ſelling articles ſubject to duty in any place 

not ſpecificd, forfeit 51. 

* Articles ſold for exportation not to be ſubject to 
theſe dutics. 

An account of articles exported to be ſent to the 
Commiſſioners of the Stamp Office, who will graut 
certificates to the venders. 

Perſons convicted of offences againſt this act for- 
feit their licence, and cannot have another without 
giving a bond for fool. and upon conviction of a ſe-

Counterfeiting the ſtamp is a capital offence. _ 

Informers are intitled to half if ſued for within ſix 
months, but not aſter. : 

Juſtices may determine matters relative to pecunia* 
ry penalties, and mitigate half if they think proper. 


GAME LICENCES. 
(25 Geo. III. c. 50. and 31 Ceo. III. c. 21.) 


FROM July 1, 1785, there ſhall be paid to his Ma- 
jeſty the following duties: 

Every perſon in Great Britain, who ſhall uſe any 
dog, gun, net, or other engine, for the taking or de- 
ſtruction of game, (not acting as gamekeeper) ſhall 
deliver in a 1 or account in writing, containing 
his name and place of abode, to the clerk of the peace 
or his deputy, and annually take out a certificate 
thereof; every ſuch certificate ſhall; be charged 
with a ſtamp-duty of 21. 2s. and an additional 1L 18. 
by 31 Geo. III. c. 21, making in the whole 21. 3s. 

Every deputation of a gamekeeper ſhall be r giſter- 
ed with the clerk of the peace, and ſuch gamekeeper 
ſhall annually take our a certificate thereof; which 
certificate ſhall be charged with a ſtamp duty of 108. 6d. 
and an additional 10s. 6d. by 31 Geo. III. c. 21, mak- 
in hb 18 * * 

ties to be under the management com- 
mikoners of the ſtauip office. 4 
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From and after the 1ſt of July, 1785, the clerk of 
the pcace ſhull annually deliver to the perſon reſpec- 
tively requiri::z the fame, duly ſtamped, a certificate 
or licence according to the form therein mentioned, 
for which he ſhall be entitled to demand 1s. for his 
trouble; asd o refuſal or neglect to deliver the 
ſame, forkcit 2-1, 

Every cextificate to bear date the day when iſſued, 
and to continne in force until the 1ſt day of July then 
following, on penalty of 201. 

After the iſt day of July, 1785, any perſon that 
Nall uſe any greyhound, hound, poirter, 1-ttivg-dog, 
ſpaniel, or 4 — dog, or any gun, net, or engine, for 
taking or killing of game, without a certificate, is 
liable to the penalty of 20l. 

From the ſaid iſt day of July, 1725, if any game- 
keeper ſhall, for the ſpace of twenty days after the 
Taid 1ſt day of July, or if any gumeke-per thereafter 
to be apponited, ſhall, for the pace of twenty days 
next after ſucli aprouwtment, neglect or refuſe to re- 
giſter his deputation and take out a certificate theres» 
of, he is liable to the penalty of 201. 

This act not ro extend to the royal family. 

The clerks of the peace are to tranſmit to the ſtamp- 
office in London, alphabetical lifts of the certificates 

ranted in every year before the iſt day of Augult, un- 
er penalty of 20l. 
e lift to be kept at the ſtampoffice in London, 
and there to be inſpected on payment of 18. 

The commlioners of the ſtamp duties are, once or 
6ftener, in every year, as ſoon as ſuch lifts are tra. 
mitted to them, to cauſe the ſame to be puliliſhed in 
the rewſpapers circulating in each county, or ſuch 
public paper as they (hall think moſt proper. 

If any gamekeeper, who ſhall have regiſtered his 
deputation, and taker. out a certificate thereof, ſhall 
be changed, and a new gameker;er appointed in bis 
ſtead, the firſt certificate is declared null and void, 
and the perſon acting under the lame, aiter notice, is 
liable to the penalty of 291. 

Any perſon in purſuit of game, who ſail refuſe to 
produce his certificate, or to tell his nuuue and place 
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ef abode, or ſhall give in any falſe or fictitious name 
or place of abode to any perſon requiring the ſame, 
who ſhall have obtained a certificate, is liable to the 
penalty of 551. 

The certificates are not to authorize perſons to kill 
game at any time prohibited by law, ror to give any 
22 any right to kill game, unleſs fach per ſon ſnaſl 

qualified fo to do by the laws now in being, bat 
ſhall be liable to the ſame penalties as if this act had 
not paſſed. 

(So that though by this at qualified and ww 
qualified perſons are equally included, vet having 
a certificate does not give an unqualified perſon 
a right to kill game: the point of RICHT ll 
ſtands upon the former acts of parliament; and ar 
unqualified perſon killing game without a certi- 
ficate, is rot only Hable to the penalty inflicted by 
this act, but alſo to all the former penalties relating 
to the killing of game, %c.) Witneſſes refuſing to 
appzar on Tultce's fammons, or appearing and refuſ- 
ing to give evidence, forfezt 101. 

e certificates obtained under deputatiors, not to 
be given in evidence for killing of game by a game» 
keeper out of the manor, in reſpect of which ſuch 
deputation or appointment was given and made.

For — a hare, partridge, pheaſant, or other 
game, qualifie:l or nuqualified, 51. 

Ay unqualificd perſon ufing tunnels or other en- 
gines, to Kill or deftroy a hare, partridge, pheaſant, 
or other game, forfeits ;1. 

Ay unqualified per ſon keeping and uſing grey. 
hounds, ſetting-dogs, lurchers, tannels, or other ch- 
gines to kill or deſtroy hares, partridges, pheaſants, 
or other game, is liable to 51. penalty.

IF any perſon who ſhall keep any coach, berlin, lan- 

dau, chariot, calath, chafſe-marine, chaite, dili- 
gence, or carriage with four wheels, or any calath, 
chaiſe, chair, or carriage with two wheels, to be em- 
pioyed as public ftage-coaches or carriages, for con- 
veying paſtengers for tore, ſhall let out the fame, 
without having firſt obraine'l a licence, (fee p. 5.) he 
ſhall forfeit, for every time {ach coach, diligeiice, or 
other carriage ſhall be nſed, 101. 

No perſon fo licenced, ſhall, by virtue of one li- 
cence, keep more than one coach or carriage, on pe- 
nalty of 101. 

Every perſon licenced to uſe any coach, diligences, 
or carriages, to be employed as public ftage-coaches, 
ſhall pay 19. for every mile every ſuch coach or other 
carriage ſhall be fo uſed to travel. 

Every perſon fo licenced as aforcfaid, ſhall, at the 
time of receiving ſuch licence, declare from what and 
to what place ſuch coach or carriages is lutended to 
be ufcd, diſtinguiſhing the diſtance or number of miles 

etween the two cxtreme towns or places ſuch coach 
or carriage is intended to go, and the number of jour- 
nies each ſuch coach or carriage is intended to he uſed 
either in the day or in the week, that the ſane may 
be inſerted in fuch licence. 

E very perfon fo licenced, ſhall mark or paint, on 
ontſide pannel of each door, be fort he ſhall uſe the 
fame, lis chriſtian and ſurname, with name of place 
whei:ce they fer out, and to which they are goht, in 
large ad legible characters, in letters of a colcur diſ- 
tinct from that of the carriage, each letter at leaſt 
one inch in length, under the penalty of 101. 

Every ſuch hcenced proprietor of atiy coach or car- 
riage, who ſholl diſcontinue the uſe of the ſame, ſhall 
give notice in writing, ſeven days at leaſt, beſore he 
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ſliall lay down the ſame, and ſhall have ſuch notice 
indorſed upon the back of his licerce or bond, aud 
from thenceforth, on payment of all arrears, ſhall be 
no longer chargeable. 

If ny perſon ſhall counterfeit, or cauſe ſo to be, or 
aſliit therein, any ticket, note, or certificate, with an 
intent to I or ſhall publiſh as trug, any falſe 
ticket, &c. with ſuch intent, be (hall forf-it 5o0l. 

The penalties are to be ſued for within fix months, 
if they amount to 550l. in the ſuperior courts; under, 
before any magiſtrate, from whoſe deciſion appeal lies 
to the ſeſſions.

ers.

Including the Tax upon Bachelors. 
(25 Geo. III. c. 43.) 


BY this act all the former duties on ſervants are re- 
pealed, and the following took place from the ;th- 
of July, 1785.

Maitre d' Hotel, Houſe 
Steward, Maſter of the Horſe, Groom of the Cham- 
bre, Valet de Chambre, Butler, Under Butler, Clerk 
of the Kitchen, Confectioner, Cook, Houſe Porter, 


Jehan, Ruwung Footman, chm, Crom, 
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Poſtillion, Stable Boy, Helpers in Stables, Gardeners 
not being Day Labourers, Park Keeper, Game Keep» 
er, Huntiman, or Whipper-in, Waiters “ in Taverns, 
Coffee-Houſ-s, Inns, Aichonſes, or any other houſ-s 
licenced to fell wine, ale, beer, or other liquors by 
retail (other than occaſional Waiters) or by what- 

r name or names male ſervants, really acting in 
any of the ſaid capacities, ſhall be called, even ap- 
prentices ating in thoſe capacities, muſt be paid for; 
except pariſh Apprentices impoſed on the maſter by 
magiſtrates, not above two. 

Any perſon may eep pariſh Apprentices, not exceed- 
ing two, in 3 Maitre d' Hetel, Footman, 
Oc. provided iuch Apprentices be not employed in 
ſaid capacitics as livery ſervaits, i. e. wear liveries. 

—— Grooms, Foſtillions, or Helpers, let our 
to hire by way of job, ſhall be paid for by thoſe who 
employ them; Gardeners alſo, who ſhall contract for 
keeping any gurden or gardens in order, ſhall be paid 
for — the perſoiis who employ them.

flicers on half-pay, difabled, either in the army, 
navy, or marines, are not liable to this duty for one 
male ſervant only. 

Any fainily having two or more children or grand- 
children living in their houſe, lawfully begotten, un- 
der 14 years of age, are allowed to keep one femal:
